Arab guerrilla chief 
vows "liberation war"

An Arab guerrilla leader today vow­ 
ed 
to 
mount a 
“war of liberation” 
throughout Israeli-occupied territory. 
In Cairo, Yassir Arafat told newsmen 
he would “escalate the Palestinian armed 
revolution in all parts of occupied Pal­ 
estine to become a popular war of lib­ 
eration. ” 
He spoke following his election Mon­ 
day night as chairman of the executive 
committee of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), a combine of guer­ 
rilla bands and groups of Arab refugees 
from Israeli-held territory. 
Arafat said armed forces is their 
only solution. He ruled out “all political 
solutions.” He is a leader of the fana- 
tic El Fatah guerrilla band. 


In Amman, Jordanian authorities Mon­ 
day accused Israel of sending two hel­ 
icopters gunships backed by jet fighters 
into the area and strafing a civilian set­ 
tlement, killing two women. According to 
Jordanian and Iraqui spokesmen it was 
the fourth Israeli air incursion and 
strike of the day into Jordan.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) -Sirhan B. Sir- 
han, who has uttered only two complete 
sentences in public since he was arrest­ 
ed for the murder of Robert F. Kennedy, 
was certain to break his long silence to­ 
day. 


He was called to testify in support of a 
defense effort to throw out the indict­ 
ment against him on grounds the grand 
jury which returned it was unconstiti* 
tional. 
Besides “ yes, sir,” and “ no, sir,” the 
taciturn defendant has said only “ I smile 
on you, too, Mr. Fitts,” referring to a 
prosecuting attorney, and a brief cor­ 
rection to the arraignment judge about the 
pronunciation of his name. 
Today it was likely the 24-year-old Sir­ 
han would utter at least a few paragraphs. 
The defendant and his mother, Mary, 56, 
were scheduled to give only limited testi­ 
mony — restricted to the poor financial 
status of their immigrant family.

Bridge work now in'high gear'1 


Marines and Airmen applied their skills and muscle along with ranchers 
and private citizens on two fronts today in a massive drive to repair the dam­ 
age wrought by the worst flooding on record. 
Some 50 to 60 members of the Fifth Marine Bridge Company arrived at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base yesterday from Camp Pendleton to construct 
bridges across the Santa Ynez River at the Federal Correctional Institution, 
and at 13th Street. The Marines will construct a one-way bridge on Flora- 
dale Avenue to replace the FCI bridge washed away by the flooding river. 
Completion of the temporary structure is expected by Feb. 12. The 13th 
Street bridge will be ready for traffic about Feb. 25, officials said. 
An estimated 50 Airmen have volunteered to aid beleaguered ranchers in 
a massive drive to cleanup thousands of flood-ravaged acres from Lake 
Cachuma on the east to Vandenberg Air Force Base on the west. 
The drive, labeled “Operation Cleanup” is coordinated by Lompoc Farm 
Bureau, and a committee headed by John Beattie, president of county farm 
bureau. Officials said the effort was a race against time: at stake, summer 
crops that should be in the ground now. 
The cleanup operation will be led by team captains in specifically defined 
areas. Officials said every rancher who needs help will get it.

Navy planned to Mideast remains "bomb 
free Pueblo but 
received "no go" 
Nixon trying to defuse 


CORONADO, Calif. (UPI) - The U.S. 
Navy 
command 
in the Pacific drew 
up plans for a raid to free the crew of 
the Pueblo from North Korean captivity, 
but it never received a go-ahead from 
higher up. 
The Navy also was prepared to destroy 
the intelligence ship in the communist 
port of Wonsan after its capture but there 
was no green light on that either. 
Those proposed lines of action came 
after the Navy let Cmdr. Lloyd M. Buch­ 
er and the Pueblo get into a spot in which 
neither Air Force planes nor any other 
American aid could have prevented the 
ship’s seizure. 
Such were the highlights Monday of ano­ 
ther dramatic day of testimony before a 
five-admiral court of inquiry. 
Lt. Edward R. Murphy Jr., 31, San 
Diego, executive officer and navigator 
of the Pueblo, was scheduled to testify 
in open session today. 
The one witness in the open hearing 
Monday was Rear Adm. George L. Cas­ 
sell, chief of staff for operations for the 
Pacific Fleet at the time of the Pueblo 
seizure. He is now deputy commander of 
a NATO Naval strike force in the Medi­ 
terranean stationed in Naples, Italy. 
Adm. Casell had hard sledding. 
Capt. William E. Newsome, the court 
counsel, drew from him the admission 
that his command at Pearl Harbor felt 
the risk of a North Korean attack on the 
Pueblo was so “ minimal” that when she 
was surrounded it was too late to help. 
His testimony largely removed any 
blame from the U.S. Air Force for not 
having assisted Bucher when he was 
radioing desperately for help off the 
Korean coast Jan. 23, 1968. 
The U.S. Fifth Air Force had been 
asked to be “ on call” in case of danger 
to the Pueblo but it had not been request­ 
ed to be on “ strip runway alert,” Cas­ 
sell said. 
It would have taken an hour or more to 
arm Air Force planes on Okinawa, 800 
miles away, for the mission of assist­ 
ing the Pueblo, he said, and night was fall­ 
ing rapidly. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he White House 
said today President Nixon had confer­ 
red with former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson on the smoldering Middle East 
crisis and was preparing to “ make some 
decisions” on U.S. strategy to defuse 
the situation. 
With Nixon ready to go along with a 
French proposal for Big Four Mideast 
talks within the United Nations, the Pres­ 
ident talked with Johnson byte lephone for 
about 15 minutes Monday evening to dis­ 
cuss the latest developments. 


Nixon had conferred with former Pres­ 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower on the situ­ 
ation Sunday at Walter Reed Hospital. 
Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler said 
the Middle East crisis was the “priori­ 
ty item” today as Nixon conferred again 
with his National Security Council. 
‘The President wiH make some deci­ 
sions on the Middle East following today’s 
meeting,” Ziegler said. ‘These deci­ 
sions will become apparent over the next 
few days. ” 
Nixon will have an opportunity to spell 
out his Administration’s position on the 
Arab - Israeli troubles when he holds 
his second presidential news conference 
on Thursday. 
Ziegler said the President will give 
both Johnson and Eisenhower weekly 
briefings on foreign policy developments, 
either by telephone, written reports or 
personal briefings by staff members. 
Nixon’s session today with his top dip­ 
lomatic advisers was the fifth since he 
took office, and the second in four days 
dealing with the Mideast. 
As for the President's plans for deal­ 
ing with the Mideast crisis, it appear­ 
ed likely he would spell them out at his

Ralph McGill. 
columnist 
dies in Atlanta 


ATLANTA (UPI)—Publisher - column- 
nist Ralph Emerson McGill, who trained 
his typewriter on the Ku Klux Klan, racial 
segregation and southern prejudice in a 
30-year campaign that brought him the 
Pulitzer Prize, died of a heart attack 
Monday night. 
The 70-year-old journalist collapsed 
at the home of friends where he and 
his wife had attended a dinner party 
celebrating his 71st birthday two days 
early. He was pronounced dead at Holy 
1 amily Hospital. 
Several editors and reporters broke 
into tears when the report of McGill’s 
death reached the news offices of the At­ 
lanta 
Constitution, where McGill had 
worked since 1929. 
He attacked segregation to the end. 
His final column, appearing in today's 
edition of the Constitution, 
criticized 
“ freedom of choice,” plans in many 
southern schools. Such plans, he wrote, 
actually permit the continuation of segre­ 
gations. 
“ It will be the greatest tragedy with 
the most foreboding consequences if 
public school officials are allowed to 
perpetuate dual system s,” he said. 
Mayor Ivan Allen Jr., a longtime 
friend of McGiU, called the publisher 
“ the voice and conscience of the south- 
. . . during this trying period of social 
evolution. His efforts 
will stand as a 
landmark in this century, and to the fur­ 
therance of man’s rights and opportuni­ 
ties,” 
McGill, born on a small farm near 
Soddy, Tenn., 
joined the Constitution 
from the staff of the Nashville Banner 
as sports edjtor. Later he became a 
news executive and began a crusade 
against the Klan and segregation. 
Shortly after he was promoted to exec­ 
utive editor in 1938, about 75 robed and 
masked Klansmen paraded around the 
newspaper office, denouncing McGiU and 
the Constitution. He frequently received 
threatening telephone calls at nieht. 


A 200-square-mile oil slick moved to­ 
day to within two miles of the city of 
Santa Barbara’s beaches, pushed by 
steadily increasing onshore winds. 
Coast Guard officials also reported that 
the off shore island of Anacapa is com­ 
pletely surrounded by the pollution and 
the huge slick is lapping at the eastern 
end of Santa Cruz island. 
Meanwhile, Union Oil Company and 
five other oil companies drilling and op­ 
erating on federal leases in the channel 
have voluntarily agreed to halt drilling 
operations on a “standby” basis while 
federal officials check drilling and casing 
procedures. 


The voluntary agreement wasannounc. 
ed late yesterday by Secretary of Iiw 
terior Walter Hickel following a meeting 
with oil company executives and a tour of 
the channel area by plane.

until it can be determined whether cor­ 
rective measures are necessary.” 
Operations found to be satisfactory will 
be given “prompt clearance,” Hickel 
promised. “Others will be deferred un­ 
til corrective measures can be put into 
effect.”

Of the 129 birds, 71 were 
dead or died following treatment Some 
conservationists, however, claimed thou­ 
sands of sea gulls and other shore birds 
had died from the oil infestation. 
A spokesman for the conservationist 
Sierra Club said a colony of seals on 
Anacapa Island was avoiding the oil by 
keeping to high ground, but he warned 
many would die when they ventured Into 
the polluted sea for food. 
Two Lompoc fishermen reported sight­ 
ing six dead birds in the Pt. Concep­ 
tion area yesterday and large “globs” 
of oil on the beach Coast Guard officials 
speculated this morning that this oil 
may have come from onshore operations 
washed down from the recent floods.

Theo Widdershoven, 18, has 
the distinction of being the first 
young man foreign exchange 
student to live in Lompoc. This 
week, the Hollander will further 
be thrust into the limelight when 
Mayor Robert MacClure pro­ 
claim s America Field Service 
Week. 
The AFS students is attend­ 
ing his senior year at Lompoc 
High School and staying at the 
home of his American family, 
the Gayien Jacksons of 212 N. Z 
St. At first glance, Theo looks 
and acts like an all - around 
American boy, 
assuming the 
d ress and m annerism s of his 
host country, accepting many of 
the colloquialisms and idioms 
of our language. 
But in conversation, his Eur­ 
opean sociological values come 
to the fore. In his eagerness to 
speak 
about his country and 
ours, ideas tumble out and bump 
into one another. 
“ In Holland, we are strong on 
the spiritual and philosophical. 
Here in the U.S., you are strong 
on science and technology.” He 
shrugged, “ So, you've worked 
and exported goods to my coun­ 
try while we sat back thinking 
big thoughts.” 
Education: “ Our government 
sets educational requirements 
for the first 12 years, but we 
are free to choose our own uni­ 
versity. 
Theo has completed 
12 years of general education 
and university preparation at a 
Catholic boys school of 3,00U. 
He speaks four languages and 
reads Greek and Latin. For the 
past six years, he was presi­ 
dent of his class and an editor 
for the school bi-monthly news­ 
paper - magazine for the last 
two years. 
At 
Lompoc High 
School, he is feature page edi­ 
tor 
of the Smoke Signal and 
w rites a column “ Just As I See 
It.” 
Theo describes him self as a 
“ progressive Catholic,” is pro 
co-ed. 
He feels it paves the 
way for better m arriages. 
Dating and m arriage: “The 
average m arriage age for a girl 
is around 20 years, for a boy, 
24. It’s almost impossible to 
marry early like they do here 
because 
our 
parents 
won’t 
support us; we have to make 
our own living.” 
Fourteen fs the beginning of 
the 
normal 
dating age over 
there. “We don't have drive-ins; 
ca rs are expensive and we can't 
drive before 18. So we talk, 
dance or go to a m ovie.” 
Drinking and smoking: “ Here 
kids do it to be a big deal. But 
boys in Holland begin drinking 
beer at 13 or 14 and wine with 
m eals and its accepted. There is 
no 
limit on smoking.” Theo 
said he smoked on the average 
of 30 cigarettes a day, but gave 
it up after coming to the States. 


Generation gap: “ I don’t think 
our generation is anything spe­ 
cial. I feel the only big differ­ 
ence between mine and previ­ 
ous generations is this mo­ 
ment of transition in history. 
A lot of m orals and ethics are 
going overboard everywhere in 
the world.” 
Friends: “ Because yours is 
a transitory society, people are 
friendly but difficult to make 
close friends. In Holland, we 
don’t move around as much.” 
Sports: 
“ The 
sports pro­ 
gram here is marvelous; 
the 
coaches are strict and make 
you 
work.” 
Last 
sem ester, 
Theo ran cross countries in 
track and is going out this sea­ 
son for the 880 yards. 
“ In Holland, soccer was my 
main sport,” explaining that his 
late father was a co-founder of 
a pro-soccer league. 


Racial discrimination: “ We 
in Holland think we don’t have 
it, but there is discrim ination,” 
he 
said, 
referring 
to Indo­ 
nesians. 
Theo’s future plans are to 
attend the University Nyenrode 
in Holland for three years, lat­ 
er hoping to return to the Uni­ 
versity of Oregon for a year to 
obtain his m aster’s degree in 
business. His ambitions are to 
be an executive. 
At Lompoc High School, he is 
also a member of the Student 
Council, Drama Club and AFS 
Club. The American Field Serv­ 
ice has scheduled several area 
speaking engagements for the 
personable young man in the 
next few months. At the end of 
June, he will tour the United 
States with other AFS students 
before journeying home in Aug­ 
ust.

NEW YORK (UPI) - They’ve hap­ 
pened to us all. The knowing who will 
be on the phone before you answe it. 
Having a premonition something terri­ 
ble is going to happen at the exact time 
it actually does happen to someone else.

“Spiritualists will tell you that when a 
spirit passes, there is this great burst 
of psychic energy affecting us.” 
“I’m a skeptic,” Mrs. Randall contiiw 
ues, “and we all know there are char­ 
latans who claim to contact the deceas­ 
ed, to penetrate the unknown. But you 
take a group of any 10 people and you’ll 
find one who’s had a strange experience 
he can’t explain. Look at Bishop Pike, 
communicating with his dead son.” 
What got Mrs. Randall into research­ 
ing the supernatural was her new novel, 
“The Place of Sapphires” Harcourt, 
Brace & World in which one of the 
character is a ghost. 
“You can’t just open the door and 
have a ghost walk in, ” she said, in ex­ 
planation of why she researchedthrough- 
ly.

ernatural out of the public library, I 
thought the librarian might think it 
strange. 
“One day I mentioned this to her 
and she said, ‘Oh, I don’t think anything 
about it.

‘Old Salt ’

There is very little to report 
on the fishing front. Last week’s 
storm really put a stopper on 
everything. 
Until the ocean 
clears, we do not look for much 
activity. 
When things do cleanup there 
should be some steelhead in loc­ 
al 
creeks, 
providing 
the 
streams are not too muddy. 
Not only are local steelhead 
conditions poor at the present, 
but even the big steelhead areas 
in the northern part of the state 
are in poor shape due to flood­ 
ing and the washing out of ac­ 
cess roads. 
Looking 
the 
Oceano beach 
area over during a lull in the 
storm, we were astonished at 
the number of dead bluegill and 
crappie on the beach. These ap­ 
parently 
were washed 
out 
through the flood gates at the 
confluence of the lagoon and 
Arroyo Grande Creek. 
We did notice one thing, and 
that was that sea gulls would 
pick them up and immediately 
drop them. It looked as if they 
were not very fond of fresh 
water fish. 
We have heard the Pismo 
Beach sewage treatment plant 
is about ready to resume oper­ 
ations. It will probably be some 
time however, before the San 
Luis Obispo County Health De­ 
partment will give the green 
light for full access to the 
beaches that are now closed 
from 
Arroyo Grande Creek 
north to Pismo Beach. This, 
we presume, means that clams 
can be taken south of that creek 
if the creek is fordable. 


Since we received no unkind 
comments on our advice as to 
rigging up for ocean fishing, 
we are now following with some 
hints for the beginning trout 
fisherman. 
There are several hook ups 
that we have used with success 
of varying degrees. One is a 
three - way swivel with one 
end attached to the main line; 
another leg with a short snell 
with a light sinker and a lead­ 
er about four feet long with a 
number 10 hook on the third leg. 
This is very good one for use 
on a lake but not very good for 
fishing where the bottom of the 
lake or river is dirty. 
Another favorite is a swivel­ 
led four - foot leader with a 
light sliding sinker that is fish­ 
ed with a loose line. When the 
loose line runs out, let the 
fish have some more line to 


the point that he can feel no ob­ 
struction. The trout then swal­ 
lows the bait. Most fish that 
are caught take the bait in this 
manner.

Reports from the California 
Department of Fish and Game 
have been issued reminding all 
anglers that the three - fish 
salmon limit will remain in af­ 
fect until March 1. The limit 
then will drop to two fish. The 
minimum size is still 22 inches 
in length with a bag that can 
include one salmon not less than 
20 inches. Last year, according 
to DFG figures, sport fisher­ 
men landed an estimated 125,000 
salmon. That catch is compared 
with approximately 126,000 the 
previous year. 
The DFG also reminds ang­ 
lers that sport fishing license 
are issued on a calendar year 
basis. Fishermen must hold a 
1969 license for any type of 
fishing activity. They can be 
obtained from many places, in­ 
cluding most tackle shops, hard­ 
ware and sporting goods and 
lake and ocean marina conces­ 
sionaires. 
The basic license is $3 and 
is good for ocean fishing. Ad­ 
ditional stamps, priced at one 
dollar each, are required for 
inland waters for species other 
than trout and trout are need­ 
ed, bringing the total cost for 
the complete license to $5. 
Sportsmen who had a license 
last year may get it validated 
by 
purchasing 
a validating 
stamp and the necessary inland 
fishing stamps.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Whe­ 
ther he likes it or not, Charlie 
Sifford is the Black Hope for the 
Masters 
Tournament 
this 
spring. All he has to do now is 
get invited. 
Sifford brought it on himself. 
He doesn’t especially like the 
idea of being a Black Hope. But 
he is. People bug him about it all 
the time. 
Back in mid-January when the 
PGA tour began in Los Angeles, 
Charlie put aside one of his 
trademarks — cigars — and 
won himself a golf tournament. 
Trouble was, he could not put 
aside 
his other 
trademark. 
Black skin does not come off 
in ball washes. 
The victory, then, set off a 
chain reaction of speculation: 
Would Sifford become th*- first 
Negro to play in the staid old 
Masters.’ 
At best, the prospect was 
doubtful. The top six players on 
the PGA point system are in­ 
vited. (The points list consists 
of tour players not eligible for 
automatic invitations — former 
champs, 
Open 
winners, etc. 
Points are awarded from the 
end of one Masters to the next 
for final positions in each PGA 
Former Masters champions 
cast ballots to select one at- 
large guest. If Sifford is to play 
in the 1969 Masters, this would 
seem 
his best bet. Charlie 
points out, however, that “ most 
of those winners come from 
Texas or the Deep South.” 
Still, the idea intrigued him. 
Sifford had, he said, thought a lot 
about the Masters. In fact, he 
created

few 
waves 
sev- 


white overalls, 
adjusted his 
green cap and hoisted a golf 
bag. 
“ No suh,” he said, “ the only 
way a colored man ever gonna 
get on this here course is with 
a bag on his shoulder.

Sifford, whose tour career 
was delayed until he was 38 
years old because of a “ Cau­ 
casians only” clause in the 
PGA rule book, h is gone through 
everything. 
Threatening letters.’ Charlie 
gets them every week. More 
than once, he has found his ball 
stomped in Southern sagebrush 
or simply tossed out of bounds. 
Beer cans have an unusual pro­ 
pensity to drop when Sifford is 
putting. 
The Black hope has hau it 
tough. Ever since singer Billy 
Eckstine decided the little guy 
was a big cigar was worth gam­ 
bling a few dollars on, he has 
had it tough. It has, he says, 
been worth it. 
“ I’m doing what I wanttodo,” 
he says. “ That’s the reward. 
A man can do anything he wants 
to do.” 
Anything, 
Charlie, 
except 
maybe play in the Masters.

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DV in review

ther one loves or hates Erik 
Hoffer, there is an undeniable 
fact 
about 
him*. 
He 
makes 
television come fantastically 
alive. 
His presence virtually 
detonates the mild - mannered 
stuff of video’s 
surrounding 
prime time as he hurls verbal 
thunderbolts about contempora­ 
ry issues. 
And it is not merely Hoffer’s 
political and social foes who 
should 
be 
nervous 
at 
his 
appearances-but, also, some of 
the documentarians who try to 
camouflage their lack of any­ 
thing to say with fancy film 
angles and hot-shot editing. 
Hoffer, interviewed by Eric 
Severeid Tuesday night in their 
second prime time hour togeth­ 
er, 
is loved and hated for 
virtually 
the same 
reasons, 
among them: He talks back 
passionately, angirly, to some 
of the most publicized and pow­ 
erful forces 
in the nation — 
including rioters, youth and 
intellectuals who regard them­ 
selves as a rather special elite. 
His first CBS-TV appearance, 
in 1967, brought him instant 
fame and an invitation to the 
White House. And now newspa­ 
per readers can keep up with 
his views in his regular column. 
On television, however, the 
full force of these views is even 
more explosive, and Tuesday 
night he made this clear again, 


discussing 
law 
and 
order, 
activists, politicians, Negroes, 
the 
urban crisis and other 
topical subjects. Neither he, 
nor CBS-TV shied away from 
his use of explicit cuss words. 
Elite-prone intellectuals, said 
Hoffer, feel distinguished when 
they feel guilty, and so they 
love to feel guilty. Compassion, 
however, is something they’re 
not very compassionate about, 
He 
added. 
As 
for 
Eugene 
McCarthy, Hoffer was delighted 
he wasn’t elected. Imagine, he 
said, if McCarthy had been 
elected: There would have been, 
said Hoffer, a Yogi sitting in 
the White House, “ mumbling 
under 
his 
Goddamn 
nose.’’ 
Hoffer felt McCarthy treated 
Hubert Humphrey “ shabbily.” 
History, said Hoffer, will “be 
good to (Lyndon) Johnson. The 
notion that the elimination of 
poverty will automatically do 
away with violence is, he added, 
sociological claptrap. 
What the Negro needs, he 
suggested, “ is pride — and 
there’s only one pride, the pride 
of achievement. As for rebels: 
“ Ideals are a dime a dozen. 
What is hard to get is ideas.” 
Hoffer flatly rejects attempts 
to condition the public to the 
idea that it has to learn to live 
with violence. “ The hell we 
have to,” he said. If insolence 
faces 
cowardly 
silence, 
he 
observed, 
it can produce a 
Hitler.

It was agreed to forget about 
a five-cent boost in the capital 
outlay budget for next year to 
try to fit in the Santa Barbara 
Hospital project.

Mosher - Grant 10 have plans 
drawn up at a fee of perhaps 
$60,000 to be used when the

Supervisor Curtis Tunnell,of 
Santa Maria, warned the board 
he would not vote for expendi­ 
ture of county funds totaling 
$823,000 for the Santa Barbara 
project at a time when there was 
an extreme need for a new San­ 
ta Maria General Hospital.

The Air Force Western Test 
Range (AFWTR) 
at 
Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base, celebrat­ 
ed its fourth anniversary this 
week with a look-back at its 
achievements in the missile and 
space business. 
The 
range became opera­ 
tional on Feb. 1, 1965, assum­ 
ing responsibility for missile 
flight safety and data gathering 
and reduction on all launches 
from Vandenberg. 
Less than 24 hours later the 
combined 
command launched 
two Minuteman 1 ballistic mis­ 
siles in sequential firings —the 
first launches of many by the 
AFWTR. 
A month later on March 10, 
1965, the first instrumented air­ 
craft arrived. Today the range 
has four instrumented aircraft. 
On Oct. 14, 1965, a Geophys­ 
ical Observatory was launched 
into polar orbit by athrust-arg- 
mented - Thor - Agena space 
launcher. 
Four months later on Feb. 
24, 1966, the range supported 
America’s first salvo launch of 
intercontinental ballistic mis­ 
siles (Minuteman Is).

Czech freedom torch 


The self-immolation of Jan Palach, the 21-year-old student 
who set himself afire to protest the Russian occupation of his 
country, touched the common heart of Czechoslovakians as 
nothing has done since the Nazi massacre at Lidice. 
Fortunately, it did not set off the violent disorders which 
were feared and which would only have resulted in a worsening 
of conditions in that country. But Palach’s name has gone into 
the nation’s book of martyrs and it is certain that it will be 
invoked again and again in the future as these people struggle 
to free itself of the oppressor’s yoke. 
By contrast, few Americans remember the incidents, much 
less the names, of those in our own country who torched them­ 
selves to death a couple of years ago in protest against the 
Vietnam war. One ignited himself in front of the Pentagon, 
another near the U.N. building in New York, at least one other 
elsewhere. 
This does not mean that Americans are possessed of fewer 
humanitarian instincts than the Czechs or Slovaks or are as 
inured to human suffering as the Vietnamese, who originated 
this modern form of political protest. 
It means that what may be in one situation and at one time a

symbolic act of great courage that inspires and unifies may 
by an act of the most pitiable foolishness in another. 
The people of Czechoslovakia are one in their desire to 
be free men in a free country, to be masters of their own na­ 
tional destiny. The death of Palach was an intensely focaliz­ 
ed emotional event that dramatized the sorrow and yearnings 
of an entire people. 
In America, the issue of Vietnam has been and continues 
to be a matter of intellectual debate, where the ordinary per­ 
son debates it at all. The moral questions surrounding it, which 
have affected some to the point of killing themselves or break­ 
ing the law in attempts to arouse the nation’s conscience, are 
simply not that clear-cut and black-and-white to the vast 
majority. 
That is why there has been no Jan Palach in America. And 
it is to be hoped there will be no more in Czechoslovakia. 
As he said on his deathbed. “ My act has fulfilled its pur­ 
pose.” But that act could be nullified, its purpose blunted, 
should more young Czechs follow his example, even as the 
gasoline suicides of a series of monks in Vietnam solved 
nothing, achieved nothing. 


Cause for worry 


Some county officials who are con­ 
cerned about the onrushing agricultural 
preserve program — which might wind 
up with 300,000 acres under so-called tax 
relief — worry about how urban proper­ 
ty owners may have to pick up the bill. 
But the chairman of the County Plan­ 
ning Commission, Richard M. Clare, 
while exhibiting sympathy for city prop­ 
erty owners in this situation, frankly 
says he’s thinking “ about what it’s doing 
to the other farmers” not in the program. 


County Planning Department officials 
are guessing that the program will come 
to a natural halt after about 300,000 
acres are included. 
“ There’s still a couple of million acres 
left,” wryly comments veteran planning 
commissioner Dr. Milton Duncan, of 
Lompoc, who feels there’s no question 
the program is doing what the State l and 
Conservation Act sets out to do. 
Clare, of Santa Maria, said the other- 
day: 
“ Mrs. Martin Hussander (only woman 
on the nine-member commission)speaks 
day after day about what it’s doing to 
city people. But I’m worried about what 
it’s doing to the other farmers.” 
The balance of the farmers not in pre­ 
serves are being left out while the others 
come in to get tax breaks, says Clare, 
an attorney. 
Clare made up his mind firmly the 
first week of January he would not vote 
in favor of any more preserves. Since 
then the commission has approved 18ad­ 
ditional preserves Joining him in voting 
no are Mrs. Hussander and new member 
Michael Henry, of Carpinteria. 
Commissioner Robert C. Lilley, of 
Lompoc, is disturbed about the legality 
of a memt>er — particularly himself — 
voting no on a farm preserve applica­ 
tion that qualifies under the state law. 
He meanwhile, votes yes on preserves 
that meets county standards. 
Chief Appraiser William Cook of the 
assessor’s office is getting alarmed be­ 
cause of shrinkage of assessed valua­ 
tions with the program about to go full 
blast this year A stalwart arguing for 
continuation of the program is veteran 
4 


planning commissioner Andrew T. Pet­ 
ersen, of Santa Ynez. 
Meanwhile, some confusion ought to be 
cleared up, in the opinion of Dr. Dun­ 
can and Petersen. The program isn’t just 
designed to save agricultural land about 
to be swallowed up by the urban sprawl, 
it’s shown. It is geared also to protect 
open rangelands from urban-type tax­ 
es. It is on the latter basis that so much 
non-prime and comparatively isolated 
land is coming into the program. 
But Clare says he is against the program 
primarily because of the 10-year agree­ 
ment that the property must sign saying 
he will stay with agriculture or get out 
only under heavy penalty. Court tests 
“ may well prove the agreement to be 
confiscatory and possibly unconstitution­ 
al,” he claims. 
“ Tremendous 
uncertainties” about 
what future county supervisors might 
do cause certain farm owners to feel 
they don’t dare go into the program, 
Clare feels. That’s why he says he isn’t 


for it. 
Signing 
an 
agricultural 
preserve 
agreement, Clare feels, is a gamble . .. 
“ and many of them won’t take that gam­ 
ble.” Those who don’t want to take the 
risk feel “ it’s too much like taking the 
farm to Las Vegas and gambling with 
it,” Clare feels. 
The agreement “ does not give any 
guarantee of tax relief . . . doesn’t 
even guarantee that taxes will be less 
than the total income of the property,” 
he points out. 


“ But it does guarantee that in the event 
that the taxes someday do exceed the 
total income of the property there will 
be no place to which the landowner may 
turn.” 
The tax assessor comes in for com­ 
ment from Clare, who says the asses­ 
sor, in effect, is saying “ Either get in 
or be taxed as subdivision land.“ Chang­ 
es in the agreement are definitely need­ 
ed, Clare feels.

Rising costs

nominee, the Maine citizenry was stun­ 
ned. It knew that government services 
were expanding rapidly and would in­ 
evitably exact a cost, but it was not pre­ 
pared for such a load. 
Not many days earlier, the Los An­ 
geles Times reported that its special 
survey of 15 county governments in Cali­ 
fornia’s southern tier indicated they 
would spend $2.3 billion in the fiscal 
year ending June 30. That is about half 
the size of the federal budget in Her­ 
bert Hoover’s day. 


The 15-county outlay anticipated this 
year is roughly $350 million more than 
the previous year, but the governments 
in question see only about $80 million 
more coming their way from already 
overburdened property tax sources. 
This immense 15-county expenditure, 
moreover, does not include what is being 
spent within the area by cities, school 
districts and other political units empow- 
ered to levy taxes and spend money. 
Social welfare costs, expected to total 
more than $912 million this year in the 
15-county tier, represent a huge pro­ 
portion of the full sum. 


When federal, state and local expendi­ 
tures are being analyzed, budget speci­ 
alists 
generally include public assis­ 
tance, Social Security, education, hous­ 
ing, health and medical programs and 
veterans’ aid (where applicable) in their 
calculation of “ social welfare costs.” 
But since judgments vary as to what 
programs should be included in these 
categories, specific formulae are hard 
to come by. Relying upon the best avail­ 
able federal and state-local figures, this 
reporter estimates that in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1969, governments at 
all levels will be spending at least $130 
billion nationwide for all social wel­ 
fare purposes. 


In the fiscal span running from mid- 
1963 to July 1, 1970, the federal gov­ 
ernment’s share of that staggering moun­ 
tain of money will evidently have in­ 
creased by about $40 billion. But the 
state-local portion will have shot upward 
by at least $20 billion. (No small part 
of that, of course, represents money 
raised by U.S. taxes and funneled back.) 
One needs to look no further than 
that combined $60 billion increase to un­ 
derstand the rising taxpayer resistance 
which has closed down some schools, 
caused others to skimp badly and threat­ 
ens still more in the months and years 
just ahead. 


Nixon plan 


President Richard M. Nixon will put 
back on the rails a vast basic plan to re­ 
lieve the underlying, 
explosive 
pres­ 
sures in the Middle East. 
He believes that unless something is 
done so compelling, valuable and dra­ 
matic that no Mideast nation can refuse 
to go along, both the wretched poverty 
and the political dynamite will remain, 
expand and ultimately explode. 
The President views the vital Mid­ 
east factors as three: hatred, refugees 
and water. He sees the three as inter­ 
related as a set of Chinese ivory balls, 
each inside the other, and thus this in­ 
ter-relation defines the only feasible ap­ 
proach for a plan. 
The 
plan, 
then 
something of its his­ 
tory: 
The placing in the 
Middle East of three 
huge 
salt 
water - 
distilling plants, nuc- 
clear - powered; two 
on the Mediterranean 
coast and the third at 
the north end of the 
Gulf of Aqaba on the 
Red Sea. 


They would produce a billion gallons 
of sweet water a day. 
What irrigation has done so marve­ 
lously for California’s Imperial Val­ 
ley, the sweet water would do for thou­ 
sands of square miles that have never 
before supported human life other than 
on a nomadic basis. 
The by-product, electric power, car­ 
ries its own obvious rewards, and is 
carefully integrated into the program. 
There are approximately a million 
homeless Arab refugees, dating back 
tragically to the 1948 Israel-Arab war. 
These new fertile lands, stretching from 
the barren areas of Egypt to north Jor­ 
dan and beyond, would be open for their 
settlement — unbelieveable wretched­ 
ness and utter despair changed to pro­ 
ductivity. It would revolutionize the en­ 
tire area from the Nile to the Euphra­ 
tes, including the embittered Palestine 
region. 
The construction period itself would 
supply an immediate safety valve. Tens 
of thousands of these displaced and un­ 
skilled people would be required to build 
the plants, pipelines, irrigation sys­ 
tem, reservoirs and power grid. 
The first plant would produce about 400 
million gallons of sweet water a day. This 
alone would equal the total natural flow 
of the Jordan River, whereas for years 
using even a fraction of the flow has 
been bogged down by regional blackballs. 
The three plants would be built and op­ 
erated by the International Atomic En­ 
ergy Agency, long headquartered in Vi­ 
enna. The full range of enemies in the 
Israel-Arab war — all of them — are 
members of the I.A.E.A. All are offi­ 
cially qualified to join in the formation 
plans within the I.A.E.A. Moreover, 
our country already has allocated to the 
I.A.E.A. more than sufficient uranium 
fuel for the need of all three plants. 
The project would be self-sustaining, 
which is a critical factor so far as our 
Congress and the American people are 
concerned. 
The initial requirement would be for 
approximately $200 million to begin con­ 
structing the first part of the three-plant 
system. For this there would be set up a 
chartered 
corporation 
like 
Comsat, 
which is involved with communications 
satellites. Half the stock would be bought 
by our government and half by private 
and government investors through the 
security markets of the world. The im­ 
mense success in financing Comsat is 
tested approximation for this. 


Both the water and electricity could 
be sold at relatively low prices and still 
meet the requirements of a good self- 
sustaining profit. 
The problem is neither financial nor 
physical; both are practical. The prob­ 
lem is political. And this would be hope­ 
less were the plan less bold and the re­ 
wards to the people of the entire Middle 
East less great. 
Former Atomic Energy Commission 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss first sent 
this plan to former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower in a June 23, 1967, me­ 
morandum, 
General 
Eisenhower for­ 
warded it to President Lyndon B. John­ 
son with an all-out endorsement. In it 
he stated that by proceeding in this way 
“ the morass in which the powers are 


presently floundering might well be the 
beginning of a new life in the lands of 
wretched despair.” 
But, beyond some lip service and a 
sketchy word to Congress, the plan was 
merely handed for detailed study to 
White House Scientific Adviser Donald 
F. Hornig.

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Historys reminder 


The meeting of ranchers last week 
in Lompoc to discuss relief for the vic­ 
tims of the floods, pointed up more than 
any other incident the rifts that exist. 
Ranchers in the West Valley area 
exhibited some favor for proposed Lom­ 
poc Dam, while their counterparts, par­ 
ticularly those in the Santa Rosa and 
San Julian Road areas, have been op­ 
posed to the dam. Many of the ranchers 
in question have grown up together. Ex­ 
cept for the minor differences that may 
occur through the years, they have 
been united as tillers of the soil with 
common problems. 
Many of the ranch­ 
ers south of Lompoc 
base their opposition 
to the dam on the fact 
that their lands would 
be inundated by the 
lake that would back 
up behind the dam at 
the Narrows. 
They have argued 
that they love their 
lands and that the 
government wouldn’t 
or couldn't pay the true value under the 
laws of eminent domain. No one can 
fault that kind of feeling. 
Last Thursday night, however, they 
were strangely silent in the face of one 
of the most devasting floods on record. 
Only Benny Dettamanti spoke out. And 
then to question whether a dam was nec­ 
essary and whether it couldn’t be a smaL 
ler one. 
But Dettamanti’s remarks were drown­ 
ed in a sea of grief. Ernest Bondietti 
for example was understandably bitter. 
He had lost his tome on Artesia Ave­ 
nue. 
There were a number of questions re­ 
lated to the establishment of an early 
warning system and the prior release of 
water at Cachuma Dam, but there was 
also the pointblank question: “ When do 
we get Lompoc Dam?” 
The Bureau of Reclamation’s feasibili­ 
ty study indicates Lompoc Dam would 
have provided the necessary flood con­ 


trol capacity to have prevented the rav­ 
aging of the farm lands. 
In answer to the question, Fourth Dis­ 
trict Supervisor Francis H. Beattie told 
the 
ranchers the dam “ is on its way,” 
He 
indicated that the flood, disastrous 
as it was, may prove to be the spur that 
speeds approval for the dam project. 
But Beattie, also reminded the ranch­ 
ers 
that the Lompoc area had fought 
the 
Cachuma project before it was built 
about 1949. The reminder also remind­ 
ed this reporter that critics of Lompoc 
Project only recently criticized the in­ 
clusion of Hood control features in the 
design. Even those critics who acknowl­ 
edged the need for the project criticized 
the size of the flood control feature: 
125,000 acre feet. The flood control 
represents a quantity on top of the dam’s 
water conservation capacity of 300,000 
acre feet. 


The Ixjmpoc project is nine or 10 
years away at best, but if it had been in 
existence on Jan. 25, flooding from the 
Santa Ynez River would have been pre­ 
vented or minimized. 
Engineers are still trying to come up 
with the amount of water that ripped 
away huge chunks of farm land on its 
way to the sea. The thought also re­ 
minds this reporter that some opponents 
of the dam criticized the figures used 
by engineers to indicate the amount of 
water that rolled away to the sea an­ 
nually. Instead we got a lot of talk 
about the lake area behind the dam being 
a series of mud flats, because in their 
words there wouldn’t be enough water to 
fill the reservoir. 
Quite obviously there is a lot more 
river flow than segments of the ranch­ 
ers are willing to admit. Hopefully there 
will be a rapprochement between the 
ranchers on either side of the question. 
Those Who monitor the quality of under­ 
ground water supplies may also add a 
note of their own in the near future. 
Proponents of the dam have maintained 
that quality is deteriorating and that 
supplies are growing short.
